SAIGON (UPI) — The Viet Cong turned Saigon 
into a battlefield today as they struck South Vietnam 
from one end to the other in a bloody offensive that 
was heedless of cost. Allied aircraft hit Viet Cong on 
the edges of Saigon and the president declared martial 
law. 
The offensive carried into the third day and 
fighting continued early today at Saigon's Tan Son 
Nhut airport just north of the city and at scattered 
points within the city itself. 
Mortar fire sounded within the city and there 
was street fighting near Independence Palace. 
Guerrilla infiltrators in army uniforms or peasant 
garb with red armbands battled with machineguns, 
bazookas and hand grenades in the streets. They in­ 
vaded the U.S. Embassy but American paratroopers 
landed on the roof by helicopter and took the embassy 
in a six-hour battle. 
Reports from Tan Son Nhut said sniper fire con­ 
tinued to hit the Pentagon East headquarters of Gen. 
W illiam C. Westmoreland, the U.S. commander in 
I Vietnam, although U.S. helicopter gunships and Viet­ 
namese divebombers struck the Red positions. 
U.S. military spokesmen called the Communist 
offensive one of the bloodiest of the war. Casualties 
were not known but they were in the thousands as the 
Viet Cong sent suicide squads into certain death in an 
effort to humiliate the Americans and Vietnamese by 
penetrating their key strongholds. 
The situation appeard to be worsening in Hue 
where the Communists still controlled the citadel in 
the center of the ancient capital early today. Heavy 
street fighting was reported, in the city 400 miles 
northwest of Saigon, and the center of Buddhist oppo­ 
sition to the Saigon government.

WASHINGTON rUPl) -Ore­ 
gon's ehiet medical investigator 
said 
today 
that 
diet 
pills 
containing the drug digitalis can 
cause fatal heart 
attacks in 
normal 
persons 
even 
when 
taken in prescribed amounts. 
Dr. Kussell C. Henry of the 
Oregon Boa'd of Health said in 
testimony prepared for a Senate 
subcommittee investigating the 
diet pill industry that digitalis 
was “ a powerful poison and has 
no place in the treatment of 
obesity.” 
Several physicians specialis­ 
ing in weight control have told 
the Senate Antitrust and Mono­ 
poly Subcommittee that 
they 
regularly prescribe digitalis to 
overweight patients in combina­ 
tion with other drugs. 
Henry said there was ' com­ 
pelling evidence" that various 
ingredients in reducing pills can 
sap the body of potassium, a 
vital ingredient which controls 
the heart beat. 
Henry said he had identified 
‘'at least six, with possibly two 
or 
three 
more" 
deaths 
in 
Oregon 
during 
a 
four-year 
investigation of “ rainbow" re­ 
ducing pills, so-called because 
several pills of different colors 
are given to a patient to be 
taken at different times 
He said digitalis “ is a very 
valuable and often lifesaving 
drug" when administered to a 
patient with a diseased heart

The Mailers Union, without a

since

March, 
struck the San Francisco News­ 
paper Printing Co., which puts

The jury committee recom­ 
mended reduction of personnel 
by attrition in the road main­ 
tenance staff and a study toward 
attrition in the flood control, 
engineering and i n s p e c t i o n 
forces. 
"The Grand Jury views with 
concern the increase in person­ 
nel within the Department of 
Public Works, particularly flood 


e n g i n e e r i n g 
the

control and 
departments. 
: reported. 
“ Thirty men in the engineer­ 
ing service department, when 
compared to the dollar value of 
I new 
construction 
and 
main­ 
tenance. appears to be out of 
proportion.” 
The committee noted that the 
miles 
of 
roads

maintenance section have not 
grown appreciably in the past 15 
years, 
but 
the 
number 
of 
employees in the section is 
greater than it was 15 years ago.

Committee members said the 
stockpile of corrugated metal 
pipe is too large and should be 
limited “ to an amount sufficient 
to carry on current operations.” 
There also should be a study 
on the feasibility of renting 
more contractor's equipment in 
emergency periods, the com­

Lodge said mass rapid transit

added the eventual s o l u t i o n 
would be to put a "large wall” 
j around the core of large cities 
through 
which 
automobiles 
could not pass. 


A biologist reported severe 
smog may affect genes and 
cause human mutations. 


The possibility was asserted 
by A. J. Haagen-Smith, a pro­ 
fessor of biology at the Califor­ 
nia Institute of Technology and1 
the man who discovered that 
much Los Angeles smog comes 
from automobile exhausts. 


Haagen-Smith 
said 
studies 
have shown that nitrogen oxides 
in smog cause mutations in 
viruses, which consist almost 
entirely of genetic material, and 
could affect man’s genes.

night heard an attack on part of 
a sewage report prepared for 
the county. 


Board members of Richardson 
Bay,

Sausalito- 
Marin City and

districts took no joint action but 
set another meeting for March 5 
to pool their opinions on the 
Brown and Caldwell report now 
under consideration by the Local 
Agency Formation Commission. 


The report proposes that the 
Marin Municipal Water District 
and North Marin County Water 
District operate trunk lines and 
treatment plants in their respec­ 
tive areas, or that Marin be 
divided into three large sanita­ 
tion districts.

Valley area and S o u t h e a s t 
Marin, including Bolinas and 
Stinson Beach. 


Warren J. Nute, engineer for 
the Richardson Bay Sanitary 
District, objected to a proposal 
in the report for a Tennessee 
Valley system, which he said 
would require expensive uphill 
pumping.

He presented several choices, 
including improving p r e s e n t 
systems of smaller districts; 
construction a system to join

District in the Point San Quentin 
system, transporting flows from 
upper Richardson 
Bay 
to a 
primary’ treatment plant at Fort 
Baker, and building a secondary 
treatment plant in the vicinity of 
Marinship.

The aircraft, carrier Oriskany 
sailed beneath the Golden Gate 
Bridge shortly after 8:30 a.m. 
today, back from seven months 
of intensive action off Vietnam. 
The carrier, in its third Viet­ 
nam tour in the past two years, 
flew 9.500 missions, said the 
Navy, and dropped 7,500 tons of 
bombs on Vietnam. It flew more 
major air strikes than any other 
carrier in the theater. 
The Oriskany was skippered 
by Capt. Billy Holder and had 
3.500 men, many of them from 
Marin, aboard her when she 
sailed beneath the bridge today. 
The carrier's worst time in 
the Vietnam war was in 1966 
when a fire, starting in a flare 
locker, killed 44 crewmen before 
it was put out.

Turkey had its violent earth­ 


quake of 1966. so they volun­ 
teered their services as nurses 
and journeyed 
111 the Volks­ 
wagen across the desert from 
Ankara to Erzeru. 


It was frightening traveling 
across the desert. Nancy said, 
but the people in the area had 
moved out of their homes, 
alraid that another earthquake 
might come at any time, so 
they were invited to use the 
houses, with members of the 
families staying outside. 


THEY HELPED at the hos­ 
pital there, and then went on 
to Beirut where Nancy met 
Moe through a mutual friend 
Moe was born in Jerusalem , 
where his father is retired and 
his brother is a dentist. 
The first communication they 
had from them in over two 
months was a very sad letter 
received upon their arrival in 
Novato. Now Jerusalem is oc­ 


cupied by the Israelis, and 
Moe's parents hope that the 
situation will clear soon. 


Nancy compared the weather 
of Beirut to Ix>s Angeles, and 
Moe said Lebanon is to the 
Middle East what Switzerland 
is to the west. 


BUSINESS IS DONE at a 
much more leisurely pace than 
here, Moe said 
‘‘In order to conduct busi­ 
ness. a man must first ask 
‘how's the wife.’ or if the other 
has been on a trip, ‘how was 
the trip?’ then offer col tee 
tea or a soft drink before they 
continue business.’* he said 
There is a vast difference 
between the wealthy and the 
poor 
in 
Lebanon, 
however 
tliey said 
All 
the children 
of the poor must work They 
might sell paper bags for five 
cents in the market place or 
even packages of gum. 
The cultural advantages are 
many there. Nancy said, and 
except for the poor, everyone 


ha^ household help. 


NANCY TRIED to dispel the 
feeling that language is a bar­ 
rier in traveling. She knows 
fundamentals in languages, but 
says when one finds the need, 
hp can pick up the vocabulary 
It's amazing the way one can 
communicate with sign langu­ 
age. Nancy said. 
“ It was really a shock to 
come back and hear everyone 
speak 
English.”

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Grand Jury's Call 
For Efficiency Timely 


"The great danger in government 
is that when efficiency ebbs, taxes 
go up." 
This sage observation was appended 
by Clifford S. Lund to his closing re­ 
port to the county board of supervisors 
as foreman of the 1967 Marin County 
Grand Jury. 
Lund's report and that of the jury's 
county offices commn.ee, first two of 
a series of final reports of the outgoing 
grand jury, both stress the need for 
efficiency in county government. 


IN D O IN G SO, they point to the 
trend of government to expand its 
personnel for every need, and never 
to contract. 
As an example, the county offices 
committee reports that the county re­ 
corder's office has had a diminished 
workload the past two years because 
of slowdown of real estate activity, but 
there has been no reduction of staff. 
It makes the sensible recommendation 
that some of the l l persons in that 
office be assigned to other depart­ 
ments, to be recalled if need occurs. 
Foreman Lund comments in his re­ 
port: 
• “lf Department A requests two ad­ 
ditional secretaries, then, surely De­ 
partment B should have the same. The 
county administrator then cuts the 
recommendation to one and one-half, 
atnd hurrah! we have economy." 


HE COMPARES operation of the 
county government with that of a large 
corporation with a business volume ol 
$27 million per year. He suggests that 
ii such a business corporation "sees as 
its goal a IO per cent increase in sales. 
it does not automatically increase its 
work force IO per cent. It finds more 
efficiency within its existing work 
fprce or it is soon no longer competitive 
and profitable." 
. Such an 
approach, he suggests, 
should be taken also by the county 
government. 
The county offices committee notes 
frat while the county's assessed valua­ 
tion has tripled in the past decade and 
tjhe share of population within the 
^incorporated areas has decreased. 
Hie county tax rate is virtually the 
iame as it w as in 1957. 
! * The committee has observed with 


alarm the continuing rising cost of our 
county's government,” says the report 
of this grand jury committee, headed 
by former banker Eugene A. Ostaggi. 


THESE TWO REPORTS, with their 
emphasis on attention to economy 
through efficiency, come at an appro­ 
priate time. 
County department heads are now 
at work on their budget requests for 
fiscal 1969. Many of them will be mov­ 
ing next fall to larger quarters in the 
Civic Center, and — following Parkin­ 
son's Law — may be expected to think 
up many reasons for adding personnel 
to fill the additional desk space avail­ 
able. 
Now is the time to concentrate at­ 
tention on increasing efficiency instead 
of increasing payroll. 
The approach that is suggested in 
these grand jury reports is one that 
deserves more than lip service. 
"Tax relief'' can never be more than 
a dream or a politician’s cynical slogan 
as long as expenses of government 
keep going up.

and Frank Carlson, m ade the 
decision earlier to retire at the 
end of this year. Carl Hayden 
of Arizona, who is 90 years old 
and has been on the scene 
since 1927. will probably be 
next. 
The Senate is an institution 
steeped in respect for senior 
service, tradition, and limited 
outside ambitions. For a long 
time, it was assumed that the 
best senatorial image was the 
Dirksen 
stereotype 
— 
"he 
looks like a senator" — flowing 
gray hair and windy, pompous 
delivery. 
But the voters have been ex­ 
pressing

representatives. Dirksen's own 
re-election cam paign will be an 
interesting 
test 
in

which last replaced the veteran 
Paul Douglas with a prototype 
of the new breed politician, 
Republican Charles Percy.

Dirksen’s

was 
much better, he specialized in 
aloof "rem ote control" cam ­ 
paigns from Washington. He 
capitalized on his m ass media 
exposure and image recogni­ 
tion, instead of the oridnary 
handshaking routine, which is 
now far jeneath such a famous 
personality.

threat of involuntary removal. 
Sam Ervin of North Caroline, 
who is 71, and Frank Lausche 
of Ohio are faced with pro­

Ohio’s senators are both 72 
years old and i l l u s t r a t e 
perfectly the tendency of older 
men to be rigid in their outlook 
and 
cantankerous 
in

reactions to change. 


ALTOGETHER,

now 18 senators 70 and over. 
Hill is one of three southerners 
who have served since the 
1930s. When senators remain in 
office into their 70s. especially 
in the one-partv South, the 


representative effect is often 
for an entire generation to be 
skipped. 
Without the advantages of 
committee 
seniority,

new m em bers in both parties 
have quickly b e c o m e in- 
f I u e n c i n g 
forces.

The loss of many 
northern Democrats would cut 
back the liberal strength and 
return the balance of power to 
the southerners. 
However, as more of the 
elderly

chairmen 
retire, and a two-party system 
begins developing in the South, 
the Senate can be expected to 
alter its traditional ways of 
doing 
business 
and 
i t s 
leadership preferences. Along 
with the new era will come 
more suburban and unban-min­ 
ded m oderates who are pro­ 
moting their national images 
and will be less inclined to toil 
thanklessly in c o m m i t t e e 
rooms as did the Ervins and 
Hickenloopers.

This is a story about Chinese 
New Year. It is not the story of 
the welcoming of the incoming 
Year

the way an elderly Chinese 
spent them seeking the good 
life in Marin. 
How John Dong. 75, a native 
of Shanghai, stumbled into the

know. 
That 
he 
l e f t 
in­ 
voluntarily in a police car to 
spend a night locked up in the 
county jail is well established. 
Dong 
had. committed 
no 
crim e — unless it is a crime to 
be old. to be homeless, and to 
be a 
stranger 
in suburbia. 
Even the police agreed that he 
was a likeable old fellow. But 
he was sleeping on a bench in 
the Boardwalk, or. to shut out 
the cold, he would rest in a 
public 
phone 
booth. 
S u c h 


behavior 
is, 
naturally, 
con­ 
sidered suspect by those who 
live in warm houses and sleep 
on soft beds. 


FOR FOUR DAYS the old 
man wandered in Belvedere 
and Tiburon, asking for work. 
He carried a handwritten note 
which said that he had worked 
in New York, and that he was 
a good cook. He wore khaki 
colored trousers, turned ’way 
up in an extra high cuff, ad­ 
justed to his short legs. A loose 
fitting 
jacket, 
which 
a l s o 
seemed too large for the old 
man. and a rather jaunty black 
leather cap completed his cos­ 
tume. He carried a paper shop­ 
ping bag, which seemed to con­ 
tain 
all 
of 
his 
w o r l d l y 
possessions. 
Sometimes 
he 
would sit in the sun. near the 
post office, and share his little 
crust of bread with the stray 
dogs who cam e up to him. 
Despite 
his 
circum stances 


there 
was 
a 
spirit 
of

dependence in the old man. and 
this is the reason that the 
outcome of his adventure in 
Marin, may not have a happy 
ending. 


THERE WERE those who 
tried to help John Dong. Ben 
Farlatti offered him a room in 
the Tiburon Lodge and food, 
but the 
invitation, 
extended 
through 
a 
deputy 
at 
the 
Tiburon 
substation 
of 
the 
sheriff's office, frightened the 
elderly Oriental. Perhaps he 
did not understand. 
The language barrier was 
troublesome even when he was 
brought to the attention of 
Johnny 
Wan. 
who 
presides 
over the kitchen at Tiburon 
Tommie's. Wan. who speaks 
Cantonese, could establish only 
limited 
communication 
with 
Dong, who spoke a dialect of 
Mandarin. Still there was com­ 


munication in the kitchen. A 
C'hinses style meal with the 
fam iliar staples of rice and 


green tea was heartening, and 
given out of kindness of pro- 
pietor Tommie Cox. 
Johnny 
Wan 
also suggested 
that a 
family club in San Francisco s 
Chinatown 
would 
give 
the 
elderly . ran shelter and assist 
him to find work. It was a r­ 
ranged that Dong would ac­ 
company Wan when he return­ 
ed to the city after work 


WAS JOHN DONG forgetful? 
Or stubbornly determined to 
m ake his own way? He drifted 
off after this encounter That 
night 
the 
Belvedere 
police 
picked him up and took him to 
the county jail. 
When Belvedere Police Chief 
William 
Woodington 
learned 
the next day that plans were in 
the works to help the prisoner, 
he made half a dozen phone 


calls, with the result that Dong 
was to be held in San Rafael 
an extra hour or two after his 
release 
by 
the 
court, 
until 
someone could go to the jail 
for him. A later phone call to 
the sheriff's office in the county 
jail 
outlining 
these 
p l a n s 
achieved both a sympathetic 
and helpful reaction. It was a r­ 
ranged that the cook at the jail 
would take the old fellow' back 
to Chinatown when his work 
was finished. 
But it seems that John Dong 
likes Marin County. He refused 
to go back to San Francisco, 
and he is still determined to 
work as a cook in a home or 
restaurant here. Squaring his 
black leather hat, and carrying 
his paper shopping bag. he 
walked out into the streets of 
San Rafael at dusk 
What will tne New Year hold 
for John Dong?

Are Up Again 
In Bay Area 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI) 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
: has reported consumer prices 
in the San Francisco-Oakland 
metropolitan area set an all-time j 
high from September to Decern- j 
ber. 
The higher prices were caus- j 
ed principally, the bureau said, 
by increased housing costs, car j 
prices and the boost in cigar- j 
ette taxes. 
Regional Director Charles A. 
- Roumassett said prices during 


i the quarter rose .7 per cent. 
«bringing the all-items index to 
121.3. or 3.5 per cent higher than 
in 1966. The over-the-year in­ 
crease was slightly more than 
the 3.2 per cent increase observ­ 
ed in 1966 and the highest over- 
the-year spread in more than 10 
years. 
The figures were based upon 
averages set in 1957-59 as 100 per 
cent. 
The bureau said the most 
important increase during the 
quarter was an advance of .8 per 
cent in housing costs. Both rent­ 
ers and homeowners paid high­ 
er prices as the rent index ad­ 
vanced 1.3 per cent, and mort­ 
gage interest rates and home 
purchase prices rose 11 per 
cent.

west. 


Roaming the range is the 


last European herd of real 
wild horses, characterized by 
their stocky bodies and bristly 
hair. The range belongs to the 
Duke of Croy. German descen­ 
dant of an old royal family, 
and for generations of Croys 
the property and horses have 
enjoyed protection as a kind 
of private wild preserve. 
The duke even leaves it up 


to the horses to find their own 
feed except during heavy winter 
snows 
when 
it 
becomes 
im­ 
possible. 
Then he fills troughs 


at selected sites. 
Although the horses live in 


wild, natural habitat, they are 
accustomed 
to 
human 
faces 


Curious 
travelers 
often 
stop 


along the fringes of the range 
to observe the herd and the 
range itself serves as a favorite 
picnic grounds for Ruhr Valley 
residents. 


Surprisingly, the horses are 
neither shy nor vicious — not 
even the stallions — when people 
are around. 


Once each year, usually the 
last week in May, people come 
from far and wide to the range 
for an event that is native to 
the American West — an honest 
to goodness rodeo. 


The herd is rounded up and 1 


driven into a specially con­ 
structed arena for the event. 
One-year-old stallions in the 
herd 
are branded with the 


duke’s coat of arm s at the 
rodeo, which concludes with 
an auction of some of the 
wild horses 
Once broken in. 


they 
make 
excellent riding 


horses and bidders often make 
their offers hopeful of using 
them as heavy work animals. 
Individual 
members 
of 
the 


herd draw up to $125 at the 
auctions. 


The duke’s wild herd is much 


smaller than it was in earlier 
centuries. It now numbers just 
>00, a 
small fraction of 
its 


former size. 
Records reveal that the herd 


has been roaming near the Ruhr 
for over 800 years. It was first 
registered in 1316.
